WASHINGTON — Answering the 
mail orders: 


R. J. S., Dunscith, N. D.~Your 


query is one of many I have had 
about "what are my chances of 
being inducted into the army with 
dependents?" After a good deal of 
hammering at Selective Service of- 
ficials here, the only answer I can 
give is thai it depends almost en- 
tirely on your local board. If you 
have absolute dependents, as in 
your case a wife and child, I don't 
think your board will give you a 
1-A rating until congress has passed 
some law providing for a mainten- 
ance payment to those you leave 
behind. If they should give a 1-A 
rating and call you up immediately, 
I don't think any one should be ac- 
cused of being unpatriotic to ap- 
peal. This is total war and no man 
should dodge his responsibilities to 
his country, but Uncle Snm has no 
intention of wrecking two or three 
or more lives at this stage of the 
game merely to get one man into 
the service. This, of course, is my 
personal opinion. Selective Service 
officials have not and will not lay 
down any hard and fast rules. 
Each case must be treated indi- 
vidually on its merits.

Price Administration officials here 
tell me that they have had a num- 
ber of queries similar to yours— 
how individuals could contribute 
articles (as in your case, two type- 
writers) to the war effort. Off the 
record (because no general policy 
has been established) I am told 
that if those articles are not sub- 
ject to collection in any of the scrap 
collection campaigns now in pro- 
gress, you probably could do most 
with them by offering them to some 
of the secondary war agencies. As 
for your typewriters, why don't 
you offer them to the Red Cross, the 
United Service Organization, or any 
one of the many non-government 
agencies who are contributing so 
much to effective prosecution of the 
war? 


T. L., Parsons, Kas. — For the 


present, forced savings (a law that 
all persons must invest a portion 
of their earnings in war savings 
bonds) are a dead issue. 
There 


are, in the government, many ex- 
perts who insist that forced savings 
are an absolute and immediate 
necessity to prevent inflation, even 
with price and wage control. But 
others, especially some high treas- 
ury officials, declare that the vol-

Olmost simultaneously William L. 


Batt, head of the WPB's Mater- 
ials' division, was quoting Rudyard 
Kipling, writing out of the collec- 
tive mouth of World War British 
war dead: 


The battery is out of ammunition; 
If any mourn us at the shops, say 
We died because the shifl kept 


holiday. 


Murray is willing lo lose his 


shirt to help win the war, bul he 
insists upon a $l-a-day pay raise 
for 180,000 steel workers. His union 
is working "unceasingly, untiringly 
and relentlessly" for Labor Board 
elections on the basis of which a 
closed shop campaign will be wag- 
ed. 


The two declarations can be re- 


conciled. Only the most reaction- 
ary deny to unions or individual 
workers the right to ask for wage 
raises or even for the closed shop. 
Bul no realistic observer believes 
cither will be granted without a 
struggle. 


When the struggle comes, then 


what? Will there be slowdowns, sit 
downs, strikes? 
Will the shifts 


keep bargaining holiday while ships 
and planes, tanks and guns wait 
for the metal that doesn't come? 


Only Phil Murray knows how far 


he is willing to go to enforce his 
demands. Probably not even he can 
predict lhat such a campaign will 
not get out of hand, and sabotage 
Ihe war 
effort. 


Whenever the effect of union act- 


ivities upon war production is dis 
cussed, there is somebody in Wash- 
ington ready to prove with figures

Goering May 
Meet Retain on 
French Position 


BERNE, Switzerland —(/P)— With 


French-German negotiations reach- 
ing a stale of urgency Rcich- 
mnrsnal Hermann Goering may 
meet Wednesday with Chief of State 
Petain and chief of government La- 
val to reach final decision, it was 
reported Tuesday in informed dip- 
lomatic quarters. 


These quarters predicted that the 


French would refuse to accept the 
Martinique negotiations as one of 
the great decisions with a resultant 
break of relations with the United 
States. 


It was reported that Otto Abetz, 


Adolf 
Hitler's 
representative in 


Paris and Laval met Monday at 
Moulins on the French demarka- 
tion line and laid the groundwork 
for the expected meeting with Goer- 
ing. 


Laval was said to have brought 


France to the break of three big 
decisions—Rejection of the Ameri- 
can proposal for clarification status 
of Martinique; the degree of collab- 
oration with the Axis and at least a 
preliminary settlement with dis- 
puted points with Italy. 


(In London Reuters in a dispatch 


datclined from French frontier said 
Goering hitnsel fmet Laval at Moul- 
ins according to diplomatic circles. 


(Other unconfirmed London re- 


ports said Goering was the bearer 
of far reaching German demands 
with the threat that Italy would be 
give.VTunisia and Corsica if Vichy 
did not yield.) 


It was said also that special urg- 


ency was given to the French sit- 
uation with the arrival of Goering 
in Paris svhile the German armies 
were making their first major at- 
tack of the spring in the Crimea.

War Chokes

WASHINGTON — American his- 


tory began with the search for 
spices 450 years ago, bul loday we 
wonder—spice is nice, bul is it 
necessary? 


Christopher Columbus accidental- 


ly discovered this country while 
seeking a western route lo the 
spice lands. 


Now the United Stales must cm- 


bark on explorations, both geo- 
graphic and scientific, lo maintain 
the flavoring of its food. Enemy 
armies and submarines have added 
spices to the rubber, tea and count- 
less other products no longer avail- 
able. 


At present there is no shortage 


of spices, nor is one likely soon. 
But the United States did import 
an average of 118 million pounds 
of spices a year, and these have 
been practically cut off. 


Household hoarding won't help. 


Spices disintegrate into dust when 
left around for a long time, espe- 
cially on warm pantry shelves. 


Mrs. 
Average Jones doesn't go 


in for a great variety of spices, 
nor does she "spike" her prepara- 
tions heavily. Her favorite season- 
ings are pepper, of which she uses 
most by far, mustard, cinnamon, 
vanilla, cloves, nutmeg and ginger. 


Except for muslard, none of Mrs. 


Jones' spices can be grown in this 
country. Pepper comes almost ex- 
clusively from India, now in the 
shadow of the rising sun. 


Ceylon is the home of true cinna- 


mon. 
What Mrs. Jones calls cin- 


namon is really 
cassia, 
which 


grows in the East Indies and in 
China.

Reinforced Jap 
Army Again 
Attacks Yunnan 


CHUNGKING—(/P)—The Japanese 


have brought up reinforcements 
and arc making a now attack on the 
Yunnan front in western China, a 
Chinese 
communique announced 
Tuesday night. 


This followed earlier reports by 


a Chinese military spokesman that 
the main forces of the Japanese 
invasion column which struck into 
Yunnan from Burma had been 
driven back to the frontier town of 
Wanting but that heavy fighting 
with Japanese rearguards contin- 
ued in the Chefang and Mangshih 
areas, 25 to 55 miles inside Yun- 
nan. 


Arrival of 
Japanese reinforce- 


ments apparently again converted 
the rear guard into an advance 
guard. 


Other Chinese forces which had 


been bypassed in central Burma 
continued their advance in which 
they captured Maymyo and drove 
to the outskirts of ruined Mandalay 
moving northeastward in an effort 
to block the Japanese threat. 


The spokesman said the Japanese 


had reached Kalewa 
145 miles 


northwest of Mandalay. He said 
the Japanese were attempting to 
encircle Chinese troops in that sec- 
tion. 


(The British in a communique is- 


sued at New Delhi said they had 
thrown back a force of Japanese at 
Shwegyin, just south of Kalewa. 
These Japanese troops were ad- 
vancing .up the Chindwin river.) 


On the Salween river front in the 


Shan,state of eastern Burma an- 
other force of Chinese which struck 
out from near Loilem were facing 
the Japanese across the river. Al 
these central Burma forces are 
commanded by Lt. Gen. Joseph 
Stilwell, U. S. A.

British Lose 
3 Destroyers 


ROME — (/P) — Strong waves of 


German bombers sank three pi- 
four British destroyers caught in 
the eastern Mediterranean north of 
the Gult of Salum, the Italian high 
command announced Tuesday. 


"Two of the enemy naval escort 


planes were shot down," the'com- 
mand said. This action was part 
of activity described as intense over 
the Mediterranean and North Afri- 
ca. 


Bomber action was undertaken 


against the rear of the enemy (in 
Easter Libya) and upon Malta, the 
communique said. 


"Axis fighters brought down four 


enemy planes. One of our planes 
did not return from maritime pa- 
trol." 


The high command said the Bril- 


ist lost 48 planes in combat with 
Italians in the last four days and 
"to those can be added many more 
certainly destroyed or damaged on 
the ground." 


British Admit Loss 
LONDON—(/P)—The British Ad- 


miralty announced Tuesday that 
three British destroyers had been 
sunk by German bombs in the 
Mediterranean. 


The destroyers were the Lively, 


Jackal and Kipling. More than 500 
officers and men from the three 
ships were rescued.

No Control of 
Peach Disease 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. — There 


is no known control of peach leaf 
curl this late in the season, V. H. 
Young of the University of Arkan- 
sas College of Agriculture said here 
today following receipt of numbers 
of inquiries from growers. 


Conditions during the last few 


weeks have been favorable for the 
development of peach leaf curl, and 
inquiries from 
growers 
indicate 


that the disease is fairly prevalent, 
the plant pathologist said. It is 
entirely too late to control or pre- 
vent the spread of the disease this 
year. Keeping the effectd trees in 
good growing condition is only al- 
ternative now, he added. 


Spraying with bordeaux or lime 


sulphur before the buds swell in 
the spring is the only known con- 
trol of this disease. If thoroughly 
done at that time, the spraying 
will give almost perfect control 
he sadi. 


At the present time the only thing 


that can be done is to give the 
trees every possible opportunity 
to rcover from the injury resulting 
from the disease. Every leaf that 
is affected will drop in the course 
of the next few weeks. Nw leaves 
will have to be developed to take 
their place. While these new leaves 
will not be affected by leaf curl, 
the food and energy necessary for 
forming them saps the energy of 
the tree, slowing down growth, cut- 
ting down the size and quality of 
the crop, preventing set of next 
year's fruit buds, and frequently 
promoting winter injury by pre- 
venting the wood from maturing 
properly. For these reasons, plans 
should be made to control the dis- 
ease next year and everything 
possible done to keep the trees 
in good growing condition now, he 
concluded.
